Me 
was the utmost 
precisionisl 


among the great preachers of our 
time. But 
out of 
necessity if 


acted with courage. 


When I apologized to 
Dr. Jef- 


ferson, he told me that I had in- 
proved 
the sermon — which was 


generous 'but untrue, for 
Jeffer- 


son never put in a sermon any- 
thing to be taken out. 


One 
outstanding thing 1

member. It was in the nature of 
a personal confession. Jefferson, 
good Christin as he was, had the 
reputation 
of being a 
rather 


irascible temper. 
A precisionist 


in language as well as in conduct, 
ho was apt to be short tempered 
about less exact actions or irritn- 
tions. 


In his scrmon.hc said that one 


heard during the day 
the quick 


or angry word, 'but 
did not see 


him (Jefferson, himself) at night 
as he knelt by his 
'bedside and 


poured out,his 
soul 
to God in 


contrition for the

That is a matter, 
I ibelicvc, 


that concerns us all, for in most, 
if not all of us, there 
are inner

friends do not see or know. They 
are what God sees, and these we 
do not wish to conceal from Him,

;So far as Jefferson was 
con- 


cerned, I knew the great preacher 
in his bedside character. During 
years of association in some diffi- 
cult and most embarrassing situ- 
ations he came through with 
a 


magnanimity that .gave me much- 
treasured memories.'. The 
kind- 


ness of which he preached 
was 


deep, in his soul. 


Kindness, too, is the very . .es- 


sence of the Christian 
virtues. 


love, forgiveness, mercy — all are 
centered Jn and find their expres- 
sion in kindness. 


And kindness is today the mosv 


essential quality in which

world is lacking. 


Perhaps, by 
the time 
these
